COMMUNITY 4-H CLUBS 


TO BE ORGANIZED 


Plans and procedure for organ­ 
izing 4-H clubs in Missouri have 
been modified this year to permit 
the organization of community 4-H 
clubs. 
The changes do not mean 
that clubs cannot be organized as 
before—around a project group— 
but rather the organization of 4-H 
clubs has been made more flexible, i 
Clubs may now be organized 
to 
include more than 
one 
project 
group. In other words, part of the 
members of a community 4-H club 
may be carrying a project in cloth­ 
ing, others may 
be carrying 
a 
project in canning, others in grow­ 
ing corn or other projects. 
The/ 
project requirement for clubs is) 
that at least one group of five in a 
community must be working on 
the same project. 
Those in charge of club 
work 
feel that wherever possible it is 
desirable to have the club mem­ 
bers in a club w’orking 
on 
the 
same project. 
This permits bet­ 
ter subject-matter instruction by 
the leader and simplifies the lead­ 
er’s problem somewhat. It is true, 
of course, that the interests of boys 
and girls do not all 
follow one 
project, or subject-matter division. 
It seems desirable then to permit 
the organization of 4-H clubs with­ 
out requiring that all be working j 
on the same project, although so j 
far as subject matter instruction 
is concerned it may be more de- I 
sirable to do so.

T'H E best way to get clear, sharp 
-*■ action pictures Is to use a camera 
with fast shutter action—and, of 
:ourse, a correspondingly fast lens. 
However, many of us don’t have 
fast cameras. So, to take pictures of 
real action, showing fast-moving ob­ 
jects without blur, we must utilise 
several simple tricks. 
The first trick is—shoot moving 
objects when they are coming al­ 
most straight toward or straight 
away from you. An object appears to 
move much slower when receding or 
approaching and, In a picture, is less 
likely to blur. 
A second trick—move the camera 
so that the speeding object is kept 
centered in the view finder as you 
shoot. This trick Is especially good 
with boats, motorcycles, and racing 
automobiles. The background Is 


blurred—but the moving object will 
be sharp. Of course, the camera 
must be mowed smoothly and stead­ 
ily, and a little practice is necessary. 
Yo'u will find that with a little prac­ 
tice, pictures taken In this manner 
are very effective. 
A third trick—snap action during 
momentary pauses. These occur in 
most sports. A player is moving rap­ 
idly—he halts for Just a fraction of 
a second, to turn or change direction 
—and In that split-second you get 
your picture. You must keep alert 
to catch these pauses—but they’re 
worth it. 
Take a couple of ro.lls of film and 
try a few action shots, using the 
tricks I’ve described.

than 150 acres of truck crops have 
been planted on the G. L. White 
farm

Southern 
Mississippi 
County this year, several of the 
crops being in 
an 
experimental 
stage, according 
to 
Everett 
H. 
Burns, County Agricultural Agent. 
Fifty acres of carrots and 12 acres 
of onions are under contract to a 
soup company. 
The onions were 
planted as a commercial crop this 
year for the first time, and if the 
yield is satisfactory, White said, 
the acreage will be increased in 
1940. 
Sixty acres of Irish potatoes on 
the farm will be sold to 
potato 
chip firms in Memphis and other 
cities.

'jpHE best way to get clear, sharp 
' action pictures is to use a camera 
with fast shutter action—and, of 
:our*e, a correspondingly fast lens. 
However, many of us don’t have 
fast cameras. So, to take pictures of 
real action, showing fast-moving ob­ 
jects without blur, we must utilize 
several simple tricks. 
The first trick Is -shoot moving 
objects when they are coming al­ 
most straight toward or straight 
away from you. An object appears to 
move much slower when receding or 
approaching and, in a picture, is less 
likely to blur. 
A second trick—move the camera 
so that the speeding object is kept 
centered in the view finder as you 
shoot. This trick is especially good 
with boats, motorcycles, and racing 
automobiles. The background is 


blurred—hut the moving object will 
be sharp. Of course, the camera 
must be mowed smoothly and stead­ 
ily, and a little practice Is necessary. 
Yo'u will find that with a little prac­ 
tice, pictures taken in this manner 
are very effective. 
A third trick—snap action during 
momentary pauses. These occur in 
most sports. A player is moving rap­ 
idly—he halts for Just a fraction of 
a aeeond, to turn or change direction 
—and in that split-second you get 
youc picture. You must keep alert 
to catch these pauses—but they’re 
worth It 
Take a couple of rolls of film and 
try a few action shots, using the 
tricks I’ve described. You’ll be sur­ 
prised at the things you can do with 
your simple box camera or Inexpen­ 
sive folding model!
